The man who has con¬ 
tributed so much locally 
is now begging for help. 

“If we didn’t sound like 
we were begging before," 
says comic Joe Pillitteri, 
"we are begging now. 
We're down to the crunch 
and we really need every 
last bit of support we can 
get. Friends, family, kids 
- whoever - we need 
help.” 

Pillitteri is in the run¬ 
ning to win CBC’s Comedy 
Coup, a country-wide 
contest that uses social 
media audiences to vote 
for comedy show con¬ 
cepts. The last comic left 
standing is given $500,000 
in production financing 
to create a half-hour spe¬ 
cial for CBC. The current 


online voting period is 
this weekend, to move 
from the top 55 to the top 
15. 

“We’re desperate for 
50 or even 100 more peo¬ 
ple or so to sign up and 
vote,” says Pillitteri. 

The last round of fan 
voting is from Nov. 6 to 
Nov. 9 to decide the top 
15, and then it’s up to 
CBC producers to narrow 
it to the final five. 

The five remaining will 
pitch their projects to a 
panel of industry profes¬ 
sionals, with the finalist 
being moved on to pro¬ 
duction of a half-hour 
CBC prime time special 
to be ready by the fall of 
2015. 

Pillitteri’s concept is 
Fruit Farm, based on his 
own adventures growing 
up on the farm, with, as 


he describes his youth, “a 
foul-mouthed Italian 
immigrant father and an 
overly religious Scottish 
immigrant mother." 

Voters are asked to reg¬ 
ister, and use Twitter and 
Facebook accounts to 
vote for their favorite 
teams of three (Pillitteri 
has a videographer and a 
marketer).

Marching, too, has 
become more difficult, 
although the legion has 
shortened the distance of 
the parade to make it easier 
for veterans. 

“There are fewer of us 
every year, and we have a 


hard time keeping in step, 
but it’s important to take 
part in the parade, and peo¬ 
ple are so kind, always clap¬ 
ping for us at the end. That 
feels good, knowing that 
people care and appreciate 
what we do, and what we 
did." 


Although the member¬

Although there are

erans who have been 
serving for decades. 

"We always have trou¬ 
ble getting enough volun¬ 
teers. That’s where we’re 
falling down - with people 
who are willing and able 
to help out.”

The community centre 
for special needs kids will 
open its doors officially 
Wednesday. 

It's the second location 
and an expansion of pro¬ 
grams for Red Roof, 
founded by Niagara-on- 
the-Lake’s Steffanie and 
Moe Bjorgan, which has 
been offering weekend 
respite and day programs 
for kids and young adults 
with special needs for 
almost two decades. 

Red Roof is leasing 
6,000 square feet of space 
from Ina Grafton Gage 
Village on Linwell Rd. in 
St. Catharines. 

It will offer more adult 
day programs with a vari¬ 


ety of options - one-on- 
one care, one-on-three 
and one-on-six support 

It will also offer special 
needs recreational pro¬ 
grams such as teen nights 
and Saturday day camps, 
and new dads’ swim 
nights, a young adult 
social night, an after¬ 
school program and a 
variety of information 
workshops for families. 

Ina Grafton’s pool and 
bowling alley are also 
available for use.

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Civil air rescue virtual training held at Niagara airport

Search and rescue 
organizations from across 
Canada were gathered at 
a national conference last 
weekend in Niagara. 

While most activities 
of the Search and Rescue 
Scene were held in 
Niagara Falls, the Niagara- 
on-the-Lake based Civil 
Air Rescue Emergency 
Service (CARES Niagara) 
hosted spotter training at 
Niagara District Airport. 

Terry Nord, CARES 
Training Officer said par¬ 
ticipants from various 
search and rescue organi¬ 
zations were at the air¬ 
port Saturday to learn 
how to locate missing air¬ 
craft or people from the 
air. 

CARES Niagara is one 
of the founding organiza¬ 
tions of the national vol¬ 
unteer search and rescue 
operation, which oper¬ 
ates at the direction of the 
Joint Rescue 

Co-ordination Centre 
(JRCC) based in Trenton, 
which is responsible for 
air, marine and ground 


searches across Canada. 

At Niagara District 
Airport search and rescue 
participants were intro¬ 
duced to aviation spotting 
technics using newly 
developed virtual train¬ 
ers, computerized simu¬ 
lators operated by an 
instructor, with a trainee 
sitting in front of a moni¬ 
tor while satellite images 
of the ground pass by as 
though flying in an air- 

The trainee wears a 
ball cap fitted with sen¬ 
sors that move the ground 
image as one would view 
the ground from an air- 

Jeremy Hetherington, 
CARES chief spotter, says 
as a simulator the virtual 
training is so realistic 
some trainees have been 
known to become airsick. 

“Spotters are trained to 
deal with working in 
cramped spaces aboard 
small aircraft. They learn 
how to use verbal com¬ 
mands to direct pilots to 
fly over a suspected target 
of interest in order to 
locate a search object,” 


said Hetherington. 

CARES instructors 
were also at Kingsbridge 
Park, upstream of Niagara 
Falls, teaching partici¬ 
pants how to use elec¬ 
tronic homing equipment 
to locate missing aircraft 
or people. CARES chief 
electronic search special¬ 
ist, Mike Stewart, 
described the challenge 
for trainees of often get¬ 
ting caught up using radio 
homing equipment and 
forgetting they are look¬ 
ing for a person. 

“At the CARES Niagara 
building the classroom 
was recently dedicated to 
our past member, Marcel 
Mahler, who was adamant 
at asking 'Who are you 
looking for?'” 

Members of the public 
had opportunities to 
observe various forms of 
search and rescue opera¬ 
tions up close. 

At the brink of Niagara 
Falls, high angle rescue 
techniques were demon¬ 
strated by Niagara Parks 
Police Service crews, 
gaining access to remote
